GARDEN WORK FOR SEEDTIME

Many Insects Attack and Injure Pols
toes, Cabibage, Cucumbers, Rad-
ishes and Other Plants.

(By FRANK H. BWEET.)

Wateh out for these,

The potsto bug nttacks potatoes,
egg plants and tomatoes. Use paris
green and other nrnenic polsons,

The cabbage worm nttacks cabbage,
eauliffower and turnips, Hand picking
In best in small gardene,

Wire worm attacks potatoss, corn
and some seeds. Full turning of the
poll will expoae and kill them,

The cutworm attacks small plants
of eabbage, beans, corn, lomatoes, ele,,
In small gardens dig around tho plant
which hLas been eut off. The worm
may be found in the soll and killed,
or the transplanted plants i iy be
wrapped with n cylinder of tough pa-
per remching one inch below ground
and three inches above.

The striped cucumber bectles at-
taok squashes, cuctumbers and melona
and the newly hatohed worms do dam-
age to corn roots. Sow extra seed
Dust the stems and leaves with alr
alaked lime after every rain.

The fMea beetle attnoks radishes, to
matons, cabbage, turnips, ete, when
the plants are young. Keop tho plants
duated with atralaked lme or plaster,
mixed with a little paris green, or
similar polson.

Mant liee or aphids, green and dark-
colored, attnek lettuce, eggplants, peas
ani beets, Uso kerosens emulsion or
tobaeceo watoer,

The paraley worm attacks celery,
carrots aud parsley. Hand pleking ls
the best for the small garden.

The squanh vine borer attacks stems
of cucumbars, squash and melons.
Cover the first joint of the vine with
earth.

These are but a few
of the things that & woman asulstant
could keep before the eyes of an
architect in the domestic brunch of
the work.

In bulldipgs that are to be rented,
it shou!d be made an invariable ruls
to put In as many permanent loatures
as posalble, such as thwel and soap
racks and medicine chest In bath-
rooms, ulenall shelves and hooks In
kitchon and pantry, as well as curtain
hooks and portiere poles, In addition
to shades and screens for windows
and doors. Far, where this Is not
done, vach suceeeding tonant mdds his
mite tr the disfigurement of walls and
woudwork.

summer (ime. DBoth of the bedrooms
are of good slze, and are nicely ar
mnged for conveniancoe.
